Guthrie, Ok., March 23.—In 
order that the state of Oklahoma 
may not lose oil and mineral lands 
worth millions cf dollars by the 
passage of amendment No. 7, now 
I included in the 
statehood bill, 
Governor Frank Frantz and the 
school land leading hoard have 
communicated with the secretary 
of tlie interior asking that he rec­ 
ommend to both branches of 
congress the elimination of the 
amendment mentioned. 
In addition to this Governor 
Frantz has went personal tele­ 
gram" to senators and congress­ 
men, asking that the clause re­ 
lating to the school lands be omit­ 
ted. 
Replying to the communication 
of the school land leasing board, 
the secretary of the interior has 
written that he has recommended 
through Senator Beveridge and 
Congressman Hamilton, to both 
branches of congress, that the 
amendment be stricken out. 
If this amendment were passed 
with the statehood bill, many 
valuable tracts of school land, 
with mineral deposits and oil and 
gas* would become the property 
of individuals and corporations, 
while the new state would be 
forced to take less valuable prop­ 


erty instead. 
The vast gypsum and other 
mineral deposits and the valuable 
oil land in Pawnee county, near 
Cleveland, would be partly lost.

Knowledge of the belated action

But 
republicans from 


souri and Kansas who, it may 


be said parenthetically, could 
have saved statehood for Oklaho- 
ma and Indian territory, excuse 
their votes with the statement 
that the Speaker assured them as 
a means of dissuading them from 
joining the insurgents that "Con- 
gress shall not adjourn without 
giving statehood to these terri- 
tories/' 


If the Speaker redeems that 


pledge he will certainly be forced 
to accept the Foraker amendment 
and he may find it necessary to 
swallow the Burrows amendment.

Robb, 'was indicted after two 
terms of court. As yet there has 
been no effort made te bring this 
case to trial. 


Robb is related by marriage to 


the Hon. Bill Grimes and Bill has 
been getting very busy lately 
working and writing most assid- 
uously in Speed's behalf, all of 
which is regarded as being signi- 
ficant here. 
Knowledge of the belated action 


and failure to prosecute the bank 
officials has stirred the depart- 
ment of justice to activity in the 
matter and prompt action may be 
taken by the government soon.

SPEAKER'S DESPOTISM 


OUTRAGES 
JUSTICE 


Washington, March 28.—"If 


there is a man on the floor of this 
House -who is opposed to the ad- 
mission of Oklahoma and Indian 
territory into the Union, let him 
say so now or forever hold his 
peace.'' 


Then Hon. J.,Adam Bede paus- 


ed, but there was no reply. The 
Speaker sat twirling his gavel. 
"Not a man," Mr. Bede solilo- 
quized. 
''Then 
-why 
not get 


busy?" he exclaimed, "and we 
can do in ten minutes what every 
man on this floor wants done." 


But there was one man who 


was opposed, and the gavel which 
he twirled symbolized a power 
that makes his will more potent 
than the the wish of the majority 
of the 331 who listened yesterday 
in silence to Mr. Bede's taunting 
challenge. 


So the will of the Speaker 


prevailed; the statehood bill was 
sent to conference. 


The debate on th<* adoption of 


the rule was limited to 80 minutes* 
a side. Scarcely so much time 
was needed. Indeed, save for 
the six minutes allotted to Mr. 
Bede, it was rank waste. There 
were eight or ten speeches and 
only Mr, Bede's was worth the 
time spent. If the eighty min- 
utes of oratory had any value oth- 
er than because of the wit with 
which Mr. Bede reproached his 
partisans, it was because of Mr. 
Dalzell's concluding speech. Mr. 
Dalzell's speech was illuminative; 
it made it quite clear that the 
only argument which Mr. Dalzell 
had to offer in support of the ac- 
tion about to be taken was par- 
tisan. He urged the House to 
adopt the rule for three reasons. 
One of them was that it would be 
carrying out the legislative pro- 
gram adopted by the party. 
An- 


other was that an affirmative vote 
would be a vote to sustain the 
President, and the third was that 


an affirmative vote would be a 
vote to resent the Senate's disre- 
gard of the statesmanship of the 
House. The question as to the 
right of Oklahoma and Indian ter- 
ritory to statehood or of their 
so-e need of it was not a compon- 
ent of Mr. Dalzell's thesis. It 
was expediency's plea to parti- 
sanship and it prevailed. 


As to the future of the bill it 


s"f>ms quite certain that the Sen- 
a'e will never recede from its 
position. There is a possibility 
that it may be content with the 
Porakcr amendment, but there is 
no certainty that it will even re- 
cede from the Burrows amend- 
ment. In fact, Senator Foraker 
said last afternoon that in his 
opinion the Senate would not con- 
cede evep the Burrows amend- 
ment. But that the senate will 
not consent to the admission of 
Arizona and New Mexico is ev- 
erywhere admitted, so that the 
only hope for Oklahoma and In- 
dian territory is in the possibility 
that after a time the Speaker will 
allow the conferees OB the part 
of the House to accept the For- 
aker amendment and that the 
Senate will yield to this overture 
for compromise. 
What 
the 


Breaker's purpose is few, if any, 
know. 
But 
republicans from 


Missouri and Kansas who, it may 
be said parenthetically, 
could 


have saved statehood for Oklaho- 
ma and Indian territory, excuse 
their votes with the statement 
that the Speaker assured them as 
a means of dissuading them from 
joining the insurgents that "Con- 
gress shall not adjourn without 
giving statehood to these terri- 
tories/' 


If the Speaker redeems that 


pledge he will certainly be forced 
to accept the Foraker amendment 
and he may find it necessary to 
swallow the Burrows amendment.

GOVERNOR WANTS TO SAVE 


SCHOOL LAND MINERALS 


Guthrie, Ok., March 28.—In 


order that the state of Oklahoma 
may not lose oil and mineral lands 
worth millions cf dollars by the 
passage of amendment No. 7, now 
included in the 
statehood bill, 


Governor Franlc Frantz and the 
school land leasing board have 
communicated with the secretary 
of the interior asking that he rec- 
ommend to both branches of 
congress the elimination of the 
amendment mentioned. 


In addition to this Governor 


Frantz has sent personal tele- 
grams to senators and congress- 
men, 
asking that the clause re- 


lating to the school lands be omit- 
ted. 


Replying to the communication 


of the school land leasing board, 
the secretary of the interior has 
written that he has recommended 
through, Senator Beverldge and 
Congressman Hamilton, to both 
branches of congress, that the 
amendment be stricken out. 


If this amendment were passed 


with the statehood bill, many 
valuable tracts of school land, 
with mineral deposits and oil and 
gas* would become the property 
of individuals and corporations, 
while the new state would be 
forced to take less valuable prop- 


instead. 


The vast gypsum and o'tber 


mineral deposits and the valuable 
oil land in Pawnee county, near 
Cleveland, would be partly lost.

break out on occasions, says the Lon- 
don Express. 


Not so very long ago Mr. Winston 


Churchill waa challenged to an en- 
counter a i'outrance by an irate con. 
stltuent at Oldham 
One hesitates to 


think what would have happened had 
Mr. Churchill had leisure enough to 
resume bis martial role. 


Lord Beaconsfleld 
once challenged 


O'Connell to a duel, but the famous 
statesman found himself bound over to 
keep the peace in a police court in- 
stead of departing across the channel 
to blow out the brains of his political 
opponent. 


O'Connell himself fought a duel with 


a member of the Irish bouse of com- 
mons named D'Esterre ami killed his 
opponent 


Another fatal duel was that in which 


Lord Camelford, one of the moat con- 
firmed duellists of his day and a man 
who bad the death of more than one 
fellow creature on 
his 
hands, waa 


killed by Mr. Best. Both were excel- 
lent shots, and one of the two pistols 
used was supposed to be slightly mora 
perfect than the other. 
A piece of 


money was tossed up to decide the 
choice. Best won, and in the result 
Lord Camelford fell mortally wounded. 


The last duel fought In Ireland waa 


between a mayor of Sligo and a mem- 
ber of the legal profession, but hon- 
ors were declared easy, for nothing 
happened 


Mr. Tierney charged Pitt- with "ob- 


structing the defenses of tho country," 
and that oratoilcal obseivatlon sound- 
ed so terrible in the ears of the emi- 
nent statesman that he sent bis sec- 
onds to Mr. Tierney. 


The two met at three o'clock one 


Sunday morning at Putney eath, not 
far from the Kingston road, fired two 
shots at each other and then returned 
home quite well for breakfast. 


Charles James Fox, Pitt's brilliant 


rival, took occasion to 
make some 


scathing observations on the powder
